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Putting It Back In Focus 


Every thing about national politics m ust 
be thought of these day s in relation to ex­ 
posure of political figures on TV screens— 
over-exposure, m ost of u.s can agree, by 
the tim e the national conventiixis flicker 
to a close. 
In July , after four day s with the Repub­ 
licans in San Francisco, all of u.s were 
Imbued with thoughts of Barry Goldwater, 
Bill M iller, extrem ism , liberalism , conser­ 
vatism , the E astern Establishm ent and the 
smiling and scowling faces of the winner.s 
and losers. 
Forgotten 
w ere the Democrats, who 
couldn’t have bought 30 minutes of TV ex­ 
posure for any am ount of money , even if 
they had wanted to. They didn’t, of course, 
because it’s the unw ritten rule of the gam e 
that one party does not upstage another 
during its big scene. 


Now, at the end of August, after four 
day s with the D em ocrats in Atlantic City , 
all of us are imbued with thoughts of 
Ly ndon Baines Johnson and his family , 
Hubert Humphrey and his family , facing 
the future with courage, the Southern Es­ 
tablishm ent, the sm iling faces of the win­ 
ners and the angry face of a character 
nam ed Bull Connor, who has replaced Sen­ 
ator Claghom as the prototy pe of every ­ 
thing the Deep South needs to be asham ed 
of. 


IT IS HARD to see at the mom ent how 
national politics can be brought back into 
focus. 
An argum ent repeated every four y ears 
about the way voters m ake up thetr minds 
will help, though. 


The argum ent Is between those who be­ 
lieve political cam paigns should be de- 
.signed to change opinions and those who 
believe the purpose of the campaigns is 
to generate interest in the election. 
Each claim haa m erit: the cam paigns 
do both things. But in general their im­ 
portant value lies In stirring up Intere.st. 
Most Americans m ake up their minds ear­ 
ly In the gam e and do not change them. 
But unless they w ere stirred up, a na­ 
tional election would be a glum, drab af­ 
fair, with a handful of professionals and 
deeply dedicated party workers doing all 
the voting. 
The Issuej are w hat they were before 
the party conventions. 


THE BASIC ISSUE is whether enough 
dissatisfaction has been generated by the 
Kennedy - Johnson adm inistration since 
January 1961 to cause it to be voted out 
of power and replaced by a Goldwater ad­ 
ministration next January . 


This basic issue is surrounded and cam ­ 
ouflaged by extraneous issues which will 
be ham m ered at hard and long by the 
political opposition. But in the words of a 
candidate some y ears back, “ Is it tim e for 
a change?’’ 


The parties now are separated by a vast­ 
ly greater difference than existed when the 
only dLscemible difference was the fact 
one party was in power and the other 
w asn’t. This will have bearing on voters’ 
decisions In 1964; no doubt about it. It 
is the distinguishing elem ent In the 1964 
Election — the clear choice. 
But basically the is.sue is what it alway .s 
is in a national election — w hether the 
party in power has become so unpopular 
with the American electorate that it can 
be unseated by the party out of power.

case. Foreigners generally don’t 
like it.

The clam or at Atlantic City , 
at which preordained decisions 
were loudly arrived at, tem por­ 
arily obscured an issue facing 
(Congress, 50 semi - sovereign 
.states, and American citizens 
generally 
At i.s.sue is what to 
do about the June 15 decision 
of the Supreme Court comm and­ 
ing the reapportionment of both 
houses of state legislatures sole­ 
ly on the basis of population. 
In the House of R epresenta­ 
tives the Tuck bill was pas.sed 
by the very significant vote of 
218 to 175. In the debate and 
vote on 
this m easure, party 
lines play ed no significant part. 
Voting for the bill were 122 Re­ 
publicans and 96 Dem ocrats, 
opposed were 
140 Democrats 
and 35 Republicans. 


THE BII.L. if enacted into 
law, would deny to the federal 
courts jurisdiction over all cases 
involving the apportionment ol 
state legislatures. In my judg­ 
m ent. and in that of many dis­ 
tinguished lawy ers, 
the Tuck 
m easure 
is 
perfectly 
con­ 
stitutional 
In the Senate a milder ap­ 
proach is proposed. This is the 
Dirksen 
amendm ent, 
w hi c h 
would postpone action to allow 
the 
state 
legislatures 
elected 
this y ear or next to reapportion 
before 1966. 
Presum ably , this stay of ex­ 
ecution would perm it Congress 
to consider and present to the 
states a constitutional am end­ 
m ent clarify ing the basis upon 
which states may in their own 
right set 
up the legislatures 
which m ake the laws under 
which their people must live 
and which they should obey . 
Several decisions of the Su­ 
prem e Court in 1%2. 1963, and 
this y ear have thrust the federal 
courts into this m atter through 
a devious and highly question­ 
able extension of the vague pow­ 
ers conferred by the Fourteenth 
Amendment. 
Space perm its only a brief 
sum m ary of what the Supreme 
Court decided in split decisions 
The opinions of the court and 
the dissents would them.selves 
fill a sizeable book. 


THE FIRST affirmation of the 
new doctrine by the court’s m a­ 
jority was in Baker vs. Carr, 
decided in 1962.

Justice F rankfurter's dissent 
in B aker vs. C arr was the fin- 
e.st and, as it proved, the final 
one of his career.

He also denied that

tionment strictly on the basis of 
population was consonant with 
the established principle of rep­ 
resentative governm ent.

U tter chaos may 
result, unless Congress finds a 
way to check this interference. 
Stew art .said further, .states 
differ in interests and I'onsti- 
tuencies. What “ might be best 
for South Dakota might be un- 
wi.se for Hawaii with it.s many 
i.slands or M ichigan with 
Northern 
peninsula . . . Mon­ 
tana with its vast distance.s \% 
not Rhode Island with its heavy 
concentration of people ” 
He also asked, if this princi­ 
ple of “ one m an, one vole” pre­ 
vails, why have districts at alP 
Why not hold “ all elections at 
large?”

The im portance of the coffee 
pact is enormous. For the Lat­ 
ins. who produce more coffee 
than any body else, it can mean 
the difference between getting 
along and going bankrupt. For 
the Americans, who drink more 
than any one else, it can mean 
the difference of .several cents 
a pound at the m arkets. 


THE L A T I N S traditionally 
have 
complained 
t ha t their- 
weak economies are created by 
having 
to 
buy 
m anufacturer 
goods, mostly from the U.S., 
at prices that keep going higher 
while they .sell raw m aterials 
and foixlstuffs, again principal­ 
ly to the U.S., at prices that 
fluctuate 
seriously 
and

drop. Coffee accounts for 20 per 
cent of all of Latin .America’s 
exports.

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Putting It Back In Focus 


Everything about national politics must 
be thought of these days in relation to ex­ 
posure of political figures on TV screens— 
over-exposure, m ost of us can agree, by 
the tim e the national conventions flicker 
to a close. 


In July, after four days with the Repub­ 
licans in San Francisco, all of us were 
imbued with thoughts of Barry Coldwater, 
Bill M iller, extrem ism , liberalism , conser­ 
vatism , the Eastern Establishm ent and the 
sm iling and scowling faces of the winners 
and losers. 


Forgotten 
were 
the 
Dem ocrats, 
who 
couldn’t have bought 30 minutes of TV ex­ 
posure for any amount of money, even if 
they had wanted to. They didn’t, of course, 
because it’s the unwritten rule of the gam e 
that one party does not upstage another 
during its big scene. 


Now, at the end of August, after four 
days with the Dem ocrats in Atlantic City, 
all of us are imbued with thoughts of 
Lyndon Baines Johnson and his fam ily, 
Hubert Humphrey and his fam ily, facing 
the future with courage, the Southern E s­ 
tablishment, the sm iling faces of the win­ 
ners and the angry face of a character 
named Bull Connor, who has replaced Sen­ 
ator Claghom as the prototype of every­ 
thing the Deep South needs to be ashamed 
of. 


IT IS HARD to see at the moment how 
national politics can be brought back Into 
focus. 


An argum ent repeated every four years 
about the w ay voters m ake up their minds 
will help, though. 


The argum ent is between those who be­ 
lieve political cam paigns should be de­ 
signed to change opinions and those who 
believe the purpose of the cam paigns is 
to generate interest in the election. 
Each claim has m erit; the cam paigns 
do both things. But In general their im­ 
portant value lies in stirring up Interest. 
Most Am ericans m ake up their minds ear­ 
ly In the gam e and do not change them. 
But unless they w ere stirred up. a na­ 
tional election would be a glum, drab af­ 
fair, with a handful of professionals and 
deeply dedicated party workers doing all 
the voting. 
The issues are what they were before 
the party conventions. 


THE BASIC ISSUE is whether enough 
dissatisfaction has been generated by the 
Kennedy - Johnson 
adm inistration since 
January 1961 to cause it to be voted out 
of power and replaced by a Coldwater ad­ 
ministration next January. 


This basic issue is surrounded and cam ­ 
ouflaged by extraneous issues which will 
be hammered at hard and long by the 
political opposition. But in the words of a 
candidate som e years back, “Is it tim e for 
a change?” 


The parties now are separated by a vast­ 
ly greater difference than existed when the 
only discernible difference w as the fact 
one party was in power and the other 
wasn’t. This will have bearing on voters’ 
decisions in 1964; no doubt about it. It 
is the distinguishing elem ent in the 1964 
Election — the clear choice. 
But basically the issue is what it alway* 
is in a national election — whether the 
party in power has becom e so unpopular 
with the American electorate that it can 
be unseated by the party out of power. 
Is it time “to throw the rascals out” ? 
When 
this 
elem ental 
fact 
has 
been 
brought back into focus, the 1964 cam ­ 
paign will be well on the w ay to a Novem ­ 
ber decision — the quadrennial m oment 
of truth in national politics.

icy, as conducted by Johnson, is 
basically on the sam e guidelines 
as those charted by Kennedy.

Image of a well-rounded heir to 
Kennedy, Johnson is depicted as 
something of a half - educated 
hayseed. 
Shrewd? 
Sure.

there is gunsm oke in his nos­ 
trils. som e chicanery in his per­ 
formance- -and he doesn't com ­ 
municate confidence That's the 
way he is seen, more or less, 
abroad. 
Still, in the concensus, they’ll 
take Johnson. With all his short­ 
com ings. he is for most foreign­ 
ers much m ore acceptable than 
Goldwater For that reason, ev ­ 
ery poll showing Goldwater cut­ 
ting into Johnson's lead becom es 
a worrisome thing. 


The clamor at Atlantic City, 
at which preordained decisions 
were loudly arrived at, tempor­ 
arily obscured an issue facing 
Congress, 50 sem i - sovereign 
states, and American citizens 
generally. At issue is what to 
do about the June 15 decision 
of the Supreme Court command­ 
ing the reapportionment of both 
houses of state legislatures sole­ 
ly on the basis of population. 
In the House of Representa­ 
tives the Tuck bill was passed 
by the very significant vote of 
2i« to 175. In the debate and 
vote on 
this 
measure, 
party 
lines played no significant part. 
Voting for the bill were 122 Re­ 
publicans 
and 
96 
Democrats; 
opposed 
were 
140 
Democrats 
and 35 Republicans 


THE BILL, if enacted into 
law, would deny to the federal 
courts jurisdiction over all cases 
involving the apportionment of 
state legislatures. In my judg­ 
ment, and in that of many dis­ 
tinguished 
lawyers, 
the 
Tuck 
m easure 
is 
perfectly 
con­ 
stitutional 
In the Senate a milder ap­ 
proach is proposed. This is the 
Dirksen 
amendment, 
w h i c h 
would postpone action to allow 
the 
state 
legislatures 
elected 
this year or next to reapportion 
before 1966. 
Presum ably, this stay of ex­ 
ecution would permit Congress 
to consider and present to the 
states a constitutional amend­ 
m ent clarifying the basis upon 
which states m ay in their own 
right 
set 
up 
the 
legislatures 
which 
m ake 
the 
laws 
under 
which their people must 
live 
and which they should obey. 
Several decisions of the Su­ 
prem e Court in 1962. 1963, and 
this year have thrust the federal 
courts into this matter through 
a devious and highly question­ 
able extension of the vague pow­ 
ers conferred by the Fourteenth 
Amendment. 
Space permits only

.summary of what the Supreme 
Court decided in split decisions 
The opinions of the court and 
the dissents would them selves 
fill a sizeable book 


THE FIRST affirmation of the 
new doctrine by the court's m a­ 
jority was in Baker vs. Carr, 
decided in 1962. This concerned 
the apportionment of seats in 
the 
Tennessee 
General 
As­ 
sem bly. 
This declared, in effect, that 
the 1901 apportionment was un­ 
constitutional and that a new 
one should be given giving m a­ 
jor attention to representation 
according to population. 
Then there was another deci­ 


sion, in 1963, striking down the 
county system in Georgia. Ear- 
ly this year, a federal court di­ 
rected redistricting of Georgia s 
congressional districts, declar­ 
ing that “ As nearly as prac­ 
ticable one m an ’s vote in a con­ 
gressional 
election 
must 
he 
worth as m uch as another's." 
Justice Frankfurter’s dissent 
in Baker vs. Carr was the fin­ 
est and. as it proved, the final 
one of his career. He contended 
with great vigor and logic that, 
apportionment w as a political, 
not a judicial concern. 
He also denied 
that 
appor­ 
tionment strictly on the basis of 
population w as consonant with 
the established principle of rep­ 
resentative governm ent. 
His pertinent 
language 
was 
that the concept of “one man, 
one vote" w as “ not the English 
system , it w as not the Colonial 
system , it w as not the system 
chosen for the national govern­ 
ment by the Constitution . 
It 
is not predom inantly practiced 
by the states today." Justice 
Harlan also dissented in a force­ 
ful opinion. 


THE CASES which have pro- 
yoked the present crisis in Con 
gress, decided this June, werp 
directed at A labam a, New York, 
Maryland, 
Virginia, 
Delaware 
and 
Colorado. 
These 
were 
sweeping decisions flatly declar­ 
ing that both houses of state 
legislatures 
should 
he 
appor­ 
tioned according to population 
distribution. 
In this, the m ajority opinion 
boldly usurped the authority of 
states and read new and strange 
meanings into the Constitution. 
But the charges of usurpation 
are not all. The court’s deci­ 
sions are irresponsible 
Justice 
Stew art, 
who 
con­ 
curred in Baker vs. Carr, point­ 
ed out in dissenting in the<e 
1964 cases that the court's "dra 
eonian pronouncem ent” 
makes 
the legislatures of 50 states un­ 
constitutional. Utter chaos may 
result, unless Congress finds a 
way to check this interference 
Stewart said 
further, 
stales 
differ in 
interests 
and consti­ 
tuencies. What “ might be hest 
for South Dakota might be un­ 
wise for Hawaii with its manv 
islands 
or 
M ichigan 
with 
its 
Northern 
peninsula . . . Mon­ 
tana with its vast distances is 
not Rhode Island with its heavy 
concentration of people ” 
He also asked, if this prinn 
pie of “one m an. one vote” pre­ 
vails, why have districts at all' 
Why not hold “ all elections at 
large?” 
This is the issue, and It In­ 
volves the essential nature of 
the republic itself.

MEXICO CITY 
Latin Americans are boiling 
mad about the swift kick in the 
pocketbook they got this month 
from various branches of the 
United States government. 
The U.S. Senate, House and 
Department of Agriculture all 
helped celebrated the third an­ 
niversary of the Alliance 
for 
Progress, which promises the 
Latin nations a better break in 
the sale of the commodities that 
keep them economically afloat, 
by taking actions intended to do 
just the opposite. 
Actually, the Senate started 
out on what the Latins consider 
the side of the angels by au­ 
thorizing, on July 31. the par­ 
ticipation of the U.S. in the In­ 
ternational 
Coffee 
Agreement. 
But on Aug 
18. the House of 
R epresentatives voted it down. 
The importance of the eofiee 
pact is enormous. For the Lat­ 
in s who produce more coffee 
than anybody else, it can mean 
the difference between getting 
along and going bankrupt. For 
the Americans, who drink more 
than anyone else, it can mean 
the difference of several cents 
a pound at the markets. 


THE L A T I N S traditionally 
have 
complained 
t h a t then- 
weak econom ies are created by 
having 
to 
buy 
manufacturer 
goods, 
m ostly from the U.S . 
at prices that keep going higher 
while they sell raw m aterials 
and foodstuffs, again principal­ 
ly to the U.S., at prices that 
fluctuate 
seriously 
and 
often 
drop. Coffee accounts for 20 per 
cent of a1! of Latin America s 
exports. 


When the late President Ken­ 
nedy outlined the Alliance for 
Progress, he promised that the 
U.S. would help the Latins sta­ 
bilize their commodity prices 
The biggest step in this direc­ 
tion was when the 
executive 
branch of the ll S. government 
signed the International Coffee 
Agreement in 1962 


That agreement called for the 
coffee - producing nations to 
abide by export quotas to m ake 
sure the market would not get 
flooded 
and 
prices 
wouldn't 
plunge, and for the 
U.S. 
to 
m ake sure no country sold more 
than its quota permits. 
When the Senate 
gave 
its 
okay to United States participa­ 
tion ut Um agreem ent, S ecre­ 


tary of State Dean Rusk pre 
dieted 
that 
it 
would 
bring 
economic stability to the Latin 
American countries and protea 
the Am erican consum er against 
exorbitant p rices.” The Latins 
hailed it as the best news of 
the year. 


THE HOUSE didn’t 
see 
it 
that way. Congressm en felt that 
the agreem ent w as worded so 
as to justify high coffee prices 
and claim ed that since it was 
signed the price had gone up 
13 or 14 cents a pound at the 
point of 
origin,

Maybe that image began gett­ 
ing tarnished in 1957 after Bing 
married Kathryn Grant, 
the 
young actress and former beauty 
contest winner. He became a 
new father, trimmed the belt 
line and generally began acting 
very non-Bingish. 


WHEN YOUR W IFE is amhi 
tious enough to raise three small 
offspring, go to school and be­ 
come a graduate nurse, then 
hit the road with a touring 
company, it behooves the mas­ 
ter of this household to look a 
little alive, too 
It s possible Bing has decided 
he’s “ got to stay in the busi­ 
ness’’ to keep up with the rest 
of his new family. Weekly TV 
is the hard way, but at 60 
they won t cast you as a lover 
unless you’re Cary Grant. Bing 
was bom the same year as 
Cary, but didn't work as hard 
at keeping fit.

Proper Painting 
Of Fir Plywood 
Call? For Sealer 


Question I have just finished 
enclosing my workshop in the 
basement of my home. 


I used fir plywood for the 
walls, nailing them into 2-by-4 
studs. At first, I intended to 
leave the plywood just as it was, 
without any finish. 
T h e n I 
changed my mind and began 
painting it. I got through with 
about one - fourth of the job 
several weeks ago and just nev­ 
er got around to the rest of it. 


I now find that the grain of 
the plywood 
is 
beginning 
to 
show through 
the 
cream-col­ 
ored paint I used 
What went 
wrong, how can I correct it 
and how should I go about com­ 
pleting the job? 
Answer. Your mistake was In 
painting directly over the f i r 
plywood without using a sealerj 
to tame the ordinarily w i l d 
grain of this particular type of 
wood 
Ask your paint dealer or lum­ 
ber yard for the sealer made 
especially for fir plywood 
Be 
sure you get the kind which is, 
used under paint rather than i 
the kind used under a clear fin­ 
ish. When this sealer coat has 
thoroughly dried, 
apply 
t h e 
paint. The sealer will prevent 
the grain from coming through 
at a later date. 
You will have no special prob­ 
lem with the plywood already 
painted Apply the sealer direct­ 
ly over the paint just as you 
do with the plywood that you 
haven’t yet painted. 
There is a possibility that the 
part already painted may have 
a slightly different, almost un­ 
noticeable, tint to it. If that is 
the case, and it bothers you. 
one more coat should make all 
parts of the plywood exactly 
alike This extra coat will a d d 
to the durability of the entire 
job.

Although blind in the eyes, which are po.ssibly 
damaged by the electricity, this light current acts as a kind
